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Caron fired; comptroller says he quits

Students' Society Comptrol- 
ler Tom Cross has unofficially 
resigned as a result of the firr i 
of his assistant yesterday u. 
Society President Andrew Year- 
wood, it was learned at last 
night's^Council meeting. The 
Comptroller administers Socie- 
ty finances and is charged with 
day-to-day paying of Society 
operatina costs. 

Ms. Caron, Cross' assistant 
and an employee of the Society 
for three years, was informed by 
letter that the Executive "no 
longer required her services." 
Caron was responsible for 
keeping the books of the 
Society. 

External Vice-president Kyri- 
akos Matziorinis explained the 
Executive's move to the Council 
Meeting: "Mrs. Caron demon- 
strated a very low level of 
competence and works very 
slowly." 

Caron said she had worked 
with earlier Executives success- 
fully. She said she had nothing 
to hide and that she intended to 
fight the move, not to get her job 
back, but to clear her name, as 
she had never been fired from a 
Job before. 

Cross' decision to quit was 
transmitted to the Council 
through Daily editor George 
Kopp, who had contacted the 
comptroller for a statement 
concerning the dismissal of his 
assistant. According to Kopp, 
Cross felt he was being kept in 
the dark and was the subject of 



suspicion on the part of the 
Executive. "They hurt Mrs. 
Caron, they hurt Mr. Albins 
(former Union Building Mana- 
ger) and I don't want any part of 
it. I won't wait around to get 
hung for something else by 
them." 

The Executive said they had 
not received notice" of the 
comptroller's resignation but 
did not appear upset by the 
announcement, although they 
pointed out that they needed 
him as he was virtually 
indispensable. 

When questions from coun- 
cillors arose from Cross' allega- 
tions, concerning relations 
within the Society's administra- 
tive offices, Matziorinis explod- 
ed in a desk-thumping exposi- 
tion, accusing Cross of being an 
"inside man" with a direct line 
with Vice-principal (Finance) 
McColl, Dean of Students 
Saccd Mirza, and later of 
"blackmailing" the Society 
Executive. 

He said, "Tom Cross consist- 
ently operates outside of his 
sphere of competency, has a 
drive for power and expansion 
and gives the Executive biased 
information. Further in past he 
has covered Mrs. Caron when 
bills were not being paid on 
time." 

Cross had earlier charged the 
present Executive with similar 
inadequacies, according to 
Kopp.

Allmand defends 
parliamentary system

Solicitor-General Warren All- 
mand spoke last night on the 
topic of "personal conviction 
and public policy" at a panel 
discussion sponsored by the 
McGill Chaplaincy Services. 

The panelists also included 
Professors M. Stein, F.J. 
McGilly and R.B. Sklar, Rabbi 
Hausman and Rev. R. Balk. 

Allmand, a McGill alumnus, 
has been a Member of 
Parliament for the Notre Dame 
de Grace riding since 1965, and 
has held the post of Solicitor- 
General in the Liberal cabinet 
since 1972. 

Allmand, who claimed un- 
familiarity with delivering talks 
on the topic, said, "I ran for 
office because I had certain 
convictions and I wanted to 
actualize these convictions. 
People are suspicious about 
your motives in politics. I feel 
that people run for office 
because they do feel strongly 
about certain issues." 

Allmand believes that, while 
politics "lends itself to ideal- 
ism", the calling also "lends 
itself to corruption and opport- 
unism... You're continuously 
torn between conviction and 
what is electorally convenient." 

The cabinet member disting- 
uished three types of conflicts a 
politician must face, drawn 
from his experiences in the 
House: "You and the elector- 
ate, you and the party caucus, 
and you and the cabinet in the 
case of a cabinet minister." The 
MP, believes Allmand, is 



responsible both to his consti- 
tuency's desires and his own 
conscience, with thoconsci- 
ence overruling. 

"I believe it's the MP's 
responsibility to study prob- 
lems In depth, consult with 
constituents, and then make a 
decision as you see it" as it's 
"spelled out by our system of 
parliamentary government", 
said Allmand. 

He strongly criticized notions 
of plebiscite and referendum for 
any issue, calling it a form of 
'mob rule". "It's not part of our 
constitutional system. If we did 
that, we wouldn't need elected 
MPs. We'd Just need a cabinet 
who would put issues to the 
public." 

Allmand continuously de- 
fended the parliamentary sys- 
tem as one which promotes the 
use of personal convictions and 
the decisions stemming from 
this by the system's politicians. 

Panelists Stein and Sklar 
discredited Allmand's observa- 
tion that an MP rarely votes 
against his party because it's 
rare that moral issues of intens- 
ity come up, parliament being 
used as a vehicle to decide 
upon legislation dealing with 
extents and means. 

Both panelists contend that 
politicians are basically immor- 
al, and that the reason that 
voting is so consistently divided 
along party lines is that an MP 
cannot further his career if he 
doesn't acquiesce to party 
opinion. 



After Allmand's initial re- 
marks, the subject was turned 
away from personal convictions 
to one more closely associated 
with Allmand, the abolition of 
thedeath penalty, which boasts 
Allmand as one of its 
staunches! champions. 

As the law stands now, the 
death penalty is legal for 
killing a policeman, but cabinet 
has the power to commute any 
death sentence. Sklar com- 
mented that the death penalty 
as it had been administered 
during the past ten years has 
been a farce as a deterrent since 
the law and the execution of it 
did not coincide, the law 
appearing strict but hampered 
by a toothless enforcement. 

During the heated death 
penalty opinions, panelist Mc- 
Gilly observed, "I was struck by 
Mr. Allmand's remark that he's 
not used to discussing philo- 
sophical problems in front of 
large audiences. I didn't know 
whether to take that as showing 
the attendance in the House of 
Commons or the level of their 
debates."

Law students endorse UFW

Concordia University faculty 
and Save Montreal are organiz- 
ing opposition to a decision by 
Concordia to present Montreal 
developer David Azrieli with an 
honorary degree at the fall 
convocation on November 22. 

Over the past few years Azrieli 
has donated over $250,000 to 
Concordia. Other notable achie- 
vements include his construc- 
tion company's demolition of 
the historic Van Home mansion 
In 1974, In spite of great public 
disapproval. 

Accordinq to Barry Sookman, 
liaison between Concordia'fac- 
ulty and Save Montreal, "People 
should be made aware of 
Azrieli's activities in the 
community and these actions 
should be taken into account 
before any honorary degree Is 
issued to him." 

Michael Sheldon, vice-rector 
of Concordia says that "Azrieli, 
the symbol of the developer is 
being attacked. We say we are 
giving the degree to the man." 
Sheldon said that the honorary 



degree, in the past, has served a 
number of purposes. Degrees 
have been given for political 
good will as well as for 
academic achievement. 

Sheldon said that Azrieli's 
money has gone into graduate 
fellowships, support of the 
library and it has also financed 
the planning of the Hall Build- 
ing. 

"All that Azrieli did was 
legal," said Sheldon, and be- 
sides, "the Van Home mansion 
was a very ugly building and 
there was no reason for preser- 
ving it as opposed to the Prince 
of Wales Terrace which was 
torn down to make way for 
McGill's Bronfman Building." 

Sookman questioned Shel- 
don's reasoning and said, "The 
fact that large groups of people 
moved to save the Van Home 
mansion makes It take on 
special meaning." He said we 
are not dealing with a question 
of taste, but rather the 
immediate issue of the man and 
his responsibility to the 
community.

A dozen or so students in the 
faculty of law have formed a 
social action committee, the 
McGIII Organization for Women 
in Law, which will begin this 
year's activities by sponsoring 
a program this Thursday on the 
United Farm Workers of Cali- 
fornia and the legal problems 
concerning the farmworkers' 
efforts to build a union. 

Maria Elena Serna, former 
farmworker and UFW organizer 
on the Montréal boycott, left 
the UFW after six and a half 
years, and Is currently a first 
year law student at McGIII and 
a member of the McGIII Organi- 
zation for Women in Law. She 
said that the committee, which 
meets on a regular basis every 
two weeks and is not restricted 
only to women, is mainly 
interested in social issues. 
They are specifically Interested 
in helping women with legal 



problems, especially women 
separated from their husbands 
or divorced, who may be having 
a difficult time with property 
laws. They are also interested 
in branching Into rape crisis 
work, and generally helping 
women in whatever legal sense 
they are able to. 

Ms. Serna stressed the need 
of consciousness raising for 
women on a legal level, and 
added that the organization 
maintains contact with the 
other women's centres in Mont- 
réal, and may be doing more 
work with them In the future. 
Chairperson of the organization 
is Peggy Caswell, a second 
year law student, who also 
would like to see more women 
become involved in this field. 

The program on Thursday at 
1 pm will be held in the Moot 
Courtroom., Faculty of Law, on 
Peel Street. Ms. Serna will 
briefly discuss the history of 



the farmworkers' struggles 
drawing mainly on her exper- 
ience as a community organizer 
and her personal background 
growing up In California. She 
will show a brief film about the 
farmworkers, and there will be 
a discussion concerning the 
new legal developments con- 
cerning the UFW and California 
legislation passed this summer 
allowing farmworkers to hold 
secret ballot elections to vote 
for the union of their own 
choice. 

All McGIII students are wel- 
come to participate, and In- 
formation about the Montréal 
boycott will also be available. 
Ms. Serna Is currently the only 
Mexican-American studying In 
the faculty of law at McGIII.

'Quiz kids' get 
paid more than TA s

Undergraduate students 
needing only an introductory 
linguistics course to theircredit 
are paid approximately $6.50 
hourly by the linguistics 
department to correct standard 
format quizzes. 

Readers, or "quiz kids" as 
they are called, correct the 
quizzes over the 28 week course 
period, and receive bi-weekly 
cheques for a minimum of 
$49.50 clear. It is estimated that 
they work 5-6 hours a week. 

The Readers and Teaching 
Assistants (TAs) are on duty 
each day at the linguistic table 
of the Drop-In Centre of the 
Redpath Library from 10 am to 3 
pm daily. 

At the moment TAs are 
organizing to continue their 
contest for better wages. TAs 
now receive an average of less 
lhan $75 a week for 14 hours'- 
work. TAs are expected to have 
specialized linguistics compe- 
tency and to act as consultants 
In lieu of the absent or busy 
professor. 

Professor Ellis, chairman of 
the Linguistics faculty, said 
that although the "quiz-kids" do 
not form an important func- 
tion, "their Job, if conscientiou- 
sly done, is well worth the 
money." He said that wages are 
decided on a fixed scale 
according to its budget but 
could give no concrete reasons 
for Ihe present scale. 



Ellis said that the appoint- 
ment could be considered as a 
form of student subsidy but 
admitted that financial status 
was not a consideration in 
hiring. 

Some Readers said that the 
hiring crileria was a matter of 



first come - first served, while 
others said that only 3 out of 
approximately 20 applicants 
wore hired. Ellis said that 
screening was unnecessary and 
that they tended to receive no 
more than 6 applications for 
about 4 positions. 



Senate refuses 
'Rat's' appeal

At the Senate meeting held 
yesterday, Peter Ornsteln's 
plea of "guilty with extenuating 
circumstances" was refused on 
the ground that Ornsteln 
should have seen his advisor 
rather than forge another advi- 
sor's signature. 

Ornsteln had been charged 
with illicit possession of keys 
to the Skydiving Club in the 
Union and forging a -signature 
on his study plan form. 

The penalty of administrative 
suspension for the duration of 
the term was upheld by Senate. 

Ornsteln had been returning 
to the University after an ab- 
sence of two years. On his day 
of registration, he received 



permission to register. Realiz- 
ing that he had to have his 
advisor's signature on the 
study plan form, he rushed to 
the advisor's office, only to find 
about thirty students waiting to 
see that advisor. 

Needing 41 credits for his 
degree (Honours Psychology), 
Ornsteln decided that since the 
courses were to be approved 
anyway, he would forge another 
advisor's signature on the form. 
He did so, and registered on 
that basis. 

When charges laid about 
Ornsteln's allegedly Illicit pos- 
session of the keys were drop- 
ped (because he was found to 
be In legal possession of the

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A McGill-Patty Hearst connection? 



Brain washing'' : in search o

Now that the elusive Patty Hearst has 
finally been captured, cocktail party 
chatter speculates as to the precise 
nature of her "brainwashing" and 
inquisitive local memories turn back to 
the strange experiments conducted at 
McGill in the early fifties. 

In a recent column entitled "Hearst 
and- the Ethics of Responsibility", 
James Eayrs describes the Isolation 
tests performed at McGill which led 
experimenters to conclude that "their 
subjects had become more susceptible 
toprogaganda." Eayrs concludes, "They 
had isolated brain-washing in the

Strange brew Indeed, and all right here 
at old McGill. As brain-washing rumours 
abounded ad nauseam, it dawned on 
this writer that the man who'd actually 
conducted the infamous "brain-wash- 
ing" proiect Is still perched in his McGill 
lab,' quite available for corroboration. 

"But that's ancient history!" The- 
plaintive voice on the phone was that of 
.Donald Olding Hebb, the 71 -year-old 
Professor Emeritus of McGill's psycho- 
logy department and former Chancellor 
of the University. Evidently, his 
illustrious career had moved on to 
blggers and betters. 

Nonetheless, Hebb agreed to an 
Interview with the Daily but gave strong 
recommendation that a look at some 



background material might do well to 
alleviate any preconceived notions 
about his brain-washing abilities. 

His request was honoured and there It 
was— all set out in a 1957 Scientific 
American, "The Pathology of Boredom", 
a quite innocuous and respectable 
project which Hebb conducted under 
contract with the Canadian Defence 
Research Board. He was looking for 
methods to counteract the tendency of 
radar operators, aviators and truck 
drivers to fall into hypnotic trances as a 
result of the monotonous and tedious 
tasks they are required to perform. 

Beginning back in 1951, a cross-sec- 
tion of McGill students were scientifical- 
ly screened and then paid $20 a day to be 
placed In silent, sound-proof rooms, 
with translucent goggles, and cardboard 
cylinders binding their hands, to remain 

alone foras long as they could stand it. 
With breaks only for eating and use of 
the bathroom, the idea was to remove all 
patterned or perceptual stimulation in 
the environment and to then observe 
mental performance. 

Some students lasted several days, 
others only several minutes. But most 
were hit with confusion, headache, 
nausea, fatigue and even hallucinations. 
When questioned on the reality of 
supernatural phenomenon such as

that one might expect from an authentic 
brain-washer, is humbly located in the 
Stewart Biology building. The man is 
pleased that his interviewer has done the 
homework and enjoys filling In gaps In 
the mystery, taking us back to the days 
of the Cold War.

suddenly terrified at the thought. Some 
tried to think of term papers or personal 
problems but discovered that amid the 
intense silence they couldn't think at 
all. "My mind seemed to be a ball of 
cotton wool floating above my body," 
one student observed. 

The experiments had amply demon- 
strated that an environment devoid of all 
stimuli is severely hampering to mental 
faculties. This had isolated brain-wash- 



detailed confessions being made by 
American prisoners In Chinese captivity, 
as well as the Russian public trials in 
which members of the Communist Party - 
who had been running the country 
suddenly stood up and denounced 
themselves as traitors." 

Since these men were not tortured in 
any way, it was feared that there had 
been some new Pavlovian discovery, 
Hebb had then made the suggestion,

dark and sinister Transylvanian castle 




subjects were made as comfortable as 
possible and given absolutely nothing to 
do, it might be demonstrable that they 
could be made to behave abnormally. ' 

"A normal mind depends on a normal 
environment", Hebb explains before 
reeling of f a string of instances where an 
abnormal environment has produced 
bizarre effects. He reads from the 
autobiography of Charles Llnbergh; 
"ghostly vapours, speaking with human 
voices were riding In my airplane." 

The Defence Research Board agreed 
to funding and Hebb's project was 
highly classified, so that even people in 
the Defence Department were unaware 
of it while the project went on for five 
years. 

What resulted was not, as many now 
believe, the isolation of "brain-washing" 
in the laboratory. Hebb had simply 
found a small but useful defense for 
prisoners to use when subjected to 
sensory deprivation techniques. Prison- 
ers should know beforehand that if 
they're put into isolation, they should 
not panic if they begin to hallucinate and 
they should not put too much trust In 
their own opinions. 

"We didn't try to change the subjects' 
opinions, like liberals Into conservatives 
or Jews into Catholics," affirms Hebb. 
"We'd be In big trouble if we were able to 
do that." 

The results were declassified in 1956 
but not until after some treacherous 
rumours had cropped up, as high up as 



the House of Commons, to the effect 
that McGill University and the Depart- 
ment of Défence were experimenting 
with new methods of torture. Defence 
Minister Campney assured the House, 
erroneously, that the horrible experi- 
ments had been halted In 1952 and that 
none had been conducted since he came 
to office. He quelled the MP's fears with 
the cynical explanation that "a very 
learned professor at McGill". was only 
testing a theory on students who had 
volunteered their services. , 

"Very learned professor, that was 
quite a crack," smirks Hebb as he 
contemplates the yellowed newspaper 
clipping. The heat was on such that 
Hebb finally released a statement to the 
press, which he says the Gazette hoped 
would embarrass Campney. 

"Brainwashing defence found; McGill 
discovery will benefit military," blared 
the headline. Hebb's statement read; 
"The purpose of the experiment was to 
find a means of defence against an 
enemy weapon. We were not trying to 
find bigger arid better ways of torturing 
others, but to find out how to protect our 
own men. In view of all this the reports 
(from Ottawa) do McGill University an 
Injustice in suggesting that we were 
trying to find better forms of torture. 
They also do the Department of Defence 
an injustice. What the department asked 
' rand what we tried to find was a basis 
for defence against an enemy weapon." 

The furor of the Cold War not only 
gave rise to nasty rumours but also 
produced some disastrous press 
coverage of Hebb's endeavors. Hebb 
chuckles as he holds up a clipping from 
the tabloid Midnight, May 5, 1956. "If 
there were any facts to get wrong, they 
got 'em wrong." 

"McGill students brain- vashed!" the 
headline roared. "The amazing fact is 
that the experiment proved that they 
(McGill students) could be reduced Into 
slobs, not knowing right from wrong, 
could be made to lie, cheat and say 
anything that was suggested to 
them. ..One of McGill's progressive 
professors has studied Russian tactics 
for years. He is now considered one of 
the world's leading authorities on 
methods of torture, brain-washing and 
indoctrination. 

"Hebb had proposed to the Dean (sic) 
of McGill. Dr. Cvril James, that a 
revolutionary experiment be attempted. 
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The very patriotic but cautious Dr. 
James was in favour of anything to help 
the cause of the British and the 
Americans, but terrified at the thought 
of bad publicity for the school." 
Midnight went on to explain that the top 
secret experiment is now In the hands of 
Russian agents because, in "typical 
blabbermouth manner," the U.S. 
government had Issued it to the 
newspapers. 

Anyway, the project made Hebb 
known outside of academia, but was 
never the crowning moment In the career 
of the professor who went on to further 
distinguish himself in studies of 
perception and related fields. 

"It later turned out," Hebb explains, 
"that the Russians had no new methods. 
My theory Is that they simply used 
coercion. If you don't confess, your wife 
and kids die, if you do confess, only you 
have to go. But that's just my guess." 

And yet the Midnight legacy remains. 
Every few years Hebb is paid a visit by 
some starry-eyed journalist in search of 
the ultimate brain-washing documen- 
tary. His experiments have been 
compared to the way British police have 
treated IRA suspects— depriving them 
of sleep and subjecting them to 
deafening noise. 

"This is precisely the opposite of what 
we did since we made them as 
comfortable as possible" he stresses. 
"We simply showed how the mind is 
dependent on the environment." 

The Patty Hearst connection 
So there you have it. In almost 
Midnight mentality, columnist Eayrs 
tries to explain the conversion of the 21- 
year-old heiress by'comparing Russian 
brain-washing techniques to the Chi- 
nese methods and extrapolating how 
Communists are made. 

Following a passage from Huxley's 
Brave New World, Eayrs quotes an 
American psychiatrist. "Where the 
Soviets have put emphasis on confes- 
sion and extraction to justify public 
trials, the Chinese have from the 
beginning emphasized the role of 
confession as a step in rehabilitation 
and reform, and have relied more heavily 
on persuasion than coercion. ..Where 
the Soviets have traditionally isolated 
the prisoner and undermined his 
resistance by depriving him of any social 
contact, the crux of the Chinese 
approach has been to immerse the 
prisoner in a small group of others who 



are more advanced In their reform than 
he and who operate as the key agents of 
influence." 

Eayrs then cites Robert Jay Llfton's 
Thought Reform and the Psychology of 
Totalitarianism: A study of "Brain-wash- 
ing" in China and draws the 
generalizations that in China, the 
themes of social guilt and manipulation, 
of the obligation a child feels for his 
parents are key factors, an obvious 
parallel to the case of Patty Hearst. 

The implied conclusion: the People's . 
Republic of China, beginning as a semi- 
feudal starving nation, went through the 
land reform, collectivization and the 
Cultural Revolution only to become a 
nuclear power and leader of Third World 
nations all thanks to 800 million 
brain-washed citizens. (Brainwashed by 
the standard 'Hebb' method, too.) 

The problem with all this is that 
Llfton's book is concerned, not with the 
Chinese people themselves, but with the 
reform of Westerners and Chinese 
intellectuals regarded as "reactionaries" 
who arrived in Hong Kong .from China. 
His work is sympathetic to the Chinese 
and he believes in their sincerity: 

"Some people considered (thought 
reform) a relentless means of undermin- 
ing the human personality; others saw it 
as a profoundly 'moral'— even religious- 
attempt to instill new ethics into the 
Chinese people. Both of these views are 
partly correct, and yet each, insofar as it 
ignored the other, was greatly mislead- 
ing. For it was the combination of 
external force or coercion with an appeal 
to inner enthusiasm through evangelis- 
tic exhortation which gave thouoht 
reform its emotional scope and power." 

To put the Lifton study in context, a 
quotation from Felix Greene's The Wall 
Has Two Sides is useful. 

"I have come to believe that -the 
Chinese people derive their deepest 
satisfactions not from a sense of 
personal importance but from sharing in 
activities which have aims beyond the 
individual. The government has been 
extremely skillful in giving nearly 
everyone a sense that his work fits in 
somewhere. A floor-boy in his hotel 
feels that he is participating in a re-birth 
of China every bit as much as a big shot 
in the government. All of them, down to 
those who do the most menial 
jobs— pedicabs drivers say, are made to 
feel they are an essential part of the 
whole show."

This is goal of Chinese .thought 
reform. The Symblonese Liberation 
Army, on the other hand, has no such 
"whole show" to make Patty Hearst, or 
anyone else, feel a part of. Let's then 
have a look at the Rolling Stone "Inside 
Story" description of Patty Hearst's 
"brain-washing." 

"Patty was kept blindfolded in a 
stuffy, closet-sized room with a bare 
lightbulb and a portable cot. There were 
no windows and it was hot. She lost 
track of time and didn't feel like eating. 
She was told her parents loved money 
more than her." 

She was not raped or starved or 
otherwise brutalized. But Donald 
Defreeze, the SLA leader known as 
Cinque, kept upa constant intimidation. 
He berated her and family for being part 
of a ruling class that was sucking blood 
from the common people. 

. "Your mommy and daddy are insects" 
he yelled. "They should be made to crawl 
on their hands and knees like insects if 
they want you back." 

Patty tried to defend her parents. They 
had not hurt anyone. They were good 
people. Cinque was wrong. He had never 
met them. 

But Patty feared Cinque. He told her 
she'd be killed if her parents did not meet 
the SLA's demand, and she believed 
him. 

So Patty grew impatient as the 
ransom negotiations bogged down. "I 
felt my parents were debating how much 



"Like they figured I was worth $2 million 
but I wasn't worth $10 million. It was a 
terrible feeling that my parents could 
think of me in terms of dol lars and cents. 
I felt sick all over..." 

"...She was then furnished with 
statistical evidence...— Less than 10 
percent of the U.S. population controls 
90 percent of its wealth... (and so on, 
until the conclusion,) the only power 
that could fight that money was the 
power that came from the barrel of a 
gun. It wasapolitical philosophy that had 
bored her'when Weed and his doctoral 
student friends had discussed it in their 
Berkeley apartment..." 

So Patty Hearst's conversion, Roiling 
Stone concludes, was both political and 
emotional. It was not, most certainly, 
chemical or physiological— the result of 
a "brainwashing" technique. 

And so Patty Hearst will stand trial. 
Her political acts cannot be dealt with 
without confronting the political analy- 
sis involved and threat it poses to those 
who will judge her, just as the existence 
of socialist ideologies in Russia and 
China cannot be dismissed as mere 
products of some mad scientist's 
totalitarian vision. They have to be dealt 
with politically. 

Despite the Cold War's efforts to 
produce one, there simply is no 
scientific method in which the will of a 
human being can be rationally altered to 
suit the will of another. The SLA doesn't 
have it, nor do the Russians, the 
Chinese, nor McGill's own D.O. Hebb.

the Executive of elitism, disaf- 
fection for employees and a lack 
of continuity in Society affairs, 
and suggested that the actions 
of the Executive in removing the 
only remaining persons who 
knew how the Society function- 
ed pointed to problems within 
this year's executive, Yearwood 
replied that this was not the first 
year in which there had been 

difficulties with the comptrol- 
ler. 

According to Yearwood, 
Cross resigned for a short 
period last year, reconsidered 
and returned to his job.

Pressure from councillors 
later passed a motion calling for 
the rehiring of Caron In hopes of 
persuading Cross to return.

There are some errors in the 
front page story of the Dally, 
November 6th which Gay Mont- 
real would like corrected.

The Bar, 
being obliged to finance this 
school, had not the financial 
means to provide the students 
with adequate teaching. There- 
fore the law students began 
fighting for the professional 
school being given at the 
University. 

What about the present 
situation at the Bar school? The 
students have a lot of work to 
do. Apparently, they were 
happy with the teaching of 
criminal law; unfortunately one 
cannot say the same thing for 
the teaching of commercial law. 
It Is still too soon to assert that 
the results of the tests are better 
this year than for the past years. 

If law students have been 
silent this year, It is because 
they know that the professional 
school will be given again at the 
Bar school for 1976-1977. This 
does not mean that nothing Is 
being done. The comité Inter- 
facultaire des étudiants de droit 
(CIED) met many times this 
year, and it will have to take a 
position on the dean's propo- 
sals as to whether the 
professional school for 1977- 
78 will- be under the responsi- 
bility of the law faculties or 
managed by an Institute which 
would be governed by represen- 
tatives of the Bar, the students, 
and the deans of the law 
faculties. Hopefully, a decision 
could be made this month, at 
the next meeting of the Comité 
conjoint de la formation profes- 
sionnelle. 

That is not the only question 
that the CIED Intends to cope 
with. It wishes to make 
proposals about the content of 
the program of the professional 
school, the methods of teach- 
ing and the evaluation of the 
students.

of a sadly mistaken concept of 
democracy. 

Minority groups such as the 
gay community need not submit 
passively to the dictates of the 
majority. They must have the 
freedom to voice opinions and 
practise lifestyles divergent 
from those of the mainstream. 
This is possible only if the 
majority view is altered through 
Information and education. 
While this tlmo-consuming 
process takes place, the law 
must extend its protection to 
minority groups and shield 
them from the effects of such 
bigotry and prejudice as yet 
remain in the hearts of men. 

Change in a pluralistic 
society is impossible of 
minority opinions are silenced. 
We will not "keep our traps 
shut". 

It is true that "you aren't 
going to force anyone to accept 
you through law and legalism" ; 
but force is not intended - only 
persuasion - and barring a 
change in majority views by 
such peaceful means, the law 
can at least protect minority 
groups. 

Passivity only perpetuates 
ignorance and hatred. The 
"c'est la vie"-attitude would 
have kept blacks at the back of 
the bus. "It's a lost war" would 
have kept women chained to 
their traditional roles. We who 
are in the minority must 
actively seek change if we wish 
to be happy and free. 

Say it loud: gay and proud.
